One 
of the desert milkweeds has pro- 
duced more than any other 
American plant in.one season. 
The mere fact that a plant 
occurs naturally in a completely 
different climate is, in itself, no 
ication as to how the plant 
will grow. in the Everglades. 
Various cacti, distinctly desert 
plant£ have shown themselves 
to be readily acclimated in the 
vicinity of Belle Glade. 
It should be clear that no plant 
which offers commercial possi- 
bilities should be rejected with- 
out trial. On the other hand, 
the Everglades Experiment Sta- 
tion has found that certain 
plants, such as guayule, cannot 
stand “with wet feet". Most of 
the guayule plantings were lost 


during June when more than two|s, 


feet of water fell. 

The roots of the Russian dan- 
delion are used for the extrac- 
tion of rubber by the Russians, 
who have achieved practical 
production with this plant. The 
latex from kok-sagyz is extract- 
ed much more readily than that.
